In  a  meeting  of  the  Copiah  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  March  1993, 
the  speaker  said  the  following,  "It  does 
not  matter  how  fast  you  run,  if  you  are 
going  in  the  wrong  direction."  I  hope  you 
run  fast  during  the  1993-94  school  year 
and  that  you  are  running  in  the  right 
direction. 

The  years  of  1993  and  1994  will  bring 
many  changes  to  Copiah-Lincoln.  These 
changes  should  make  Co-Lin  a  better 
place  for  all  of  us.  To  keep  you  up-to-date 
on  our  plans,  I  am  happy  to  provide  the 
following  information. 

During  the  summer  months,  Dean 
Ray  Ishee  has  been  working  with  Mr.  Bill 
Campbell,  architect  from  Jackson  and  Mr. 
Tracey  Bailey  from  Paul  Jackson  and  Sons 
of  Brookhaven,  to  make  changes  in  both 
Copiah  Hall  and  Stevens  Hall.  Copiah  Hall 
is  getting  new  windows  and  a  new  paint 
job  inside  and  outside.  In  addition,  it  will 
get  carpeting,  new  blinds  and  furniture. 
The  fourth  floor  of  Stevens  Hall  will  get 
carpeting  and  some  renovations  in  the 
bathrooms.  In  addition,  the  elevator  will 
be  updated  to  improve  efficiency.  The 
fourth  floor  of  Stevens  has  been  desig- 
nated as  an  "Honors  Floor." 

During  August,  we  requested  bids  on 
the  new  Associate  Degree  Nursing  Build- 
ing. This  facility  will  be  located  between 
the  BSU  Building  and  Smith  Hall.  Watkins 
and  Cox  Architects  of  McComb,  has  been 
secured  for  this  facility.  It  is  scheduled  to 
open  in  August  1994,  when  we  take  our 
first  ADN  Class  of  50  students. 

This  summer  we  completed  a  3700- 
foot  jogging,  exercise,  and  nature  trail  that 
can  be  entered  from  J.  C.  Redd  Drive, 
which  runs  to  the  golf  course.  This  trail  is 
in  its  infancy  and  will  be  gradually  im- 
proved to  include  Wells  Fargo  Exercise 
Equipment  and  a  Nature  Trail  that  can  be 
used  by  our  students  as  well  as  district 
school  students. 

The  Pearl  River  Basin  Development 
District  contributed  $10,000  toward  this 
project.  We  hope  you  will  use  it  wisely 
and  help  us  keep  it  attractive  and  clean  for 
everyone  to  use. 

Sometime  this  fall,  we  will  advertise 
for  bids  to  rework  the  parking  lots  east  of 
the  Ewing  Fine  Arts  Building.  This  will 


include  the  closing  of  the  parking  space  in 
front  of  the  Ewing  Fine  Arts  Building.  This 
area  will  become  a  mall  that  will  extend  up 
the  hill  between  Elizey  and  Smith  Hall  and 
behind  Elizey  Hall  toward  the  W.  S.  Henley 
Student  Building. 

The  new  parking  lots  will  bring  some 
restructure  on  parking  for  men  dormitory

students.  The  street  behind  Smith  Hall  will 
be  closed  because  of  the  construction  of 
the  new  ADN  Building.  We  will  have 
restricted  parking  behind  Elizey  Hall  and 
some  restructure  on  parking  because  of 
faculty  parking  between  Mullen  Gym  and 
Ewing  Fine  Arts. 

During  the  fall  you  will  begin  to  see 
other  improvements  around  the  campus. 
The  area  in  and  around  the  baseball 
stadium  will  be  landscaped  to  make  this 
part  of  the  campus  attractive  and  more 
accessible  to  our  baseball  patrons. 

By  the  time  this  article  is  printed,  we 
should  have  new  lights  at  the  football 
stadium.  The  old  lights  have  been  there 
almost  30  years  and  were  really  danger- 
ous to  use.  In  addition,  we  will  have  lights 
for  the  first  time  in  the  baseball  stadium 
and  on  the  tennis  courts.  This  improve- 
ment will  allow  use  during  the  evening 
hours.  We  also  plan  to  resurface  the  track 
in  Stone  Stadium  and  add  several  new 
tennis  courts  down  under  the  hill  near  the 
Pitts  Field  House. 

In  various  other  areas  of  the  campus, 
you  will  begin  to  see  other  changes  taking 
place.  The  college  motor  pool  located  on 
J.  C.  Redd  Drive  will  be  expanded  to 
include  a  new  fueling  system  for  our 
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Homecoming  set  for  October  30

ADN  PROGRAM  RECEIVES  APPROVAL

Co-Lin's  newest  program,  the  Associ- 
ate Degree  Nursing  Program,  has  received 
approval  from  all  necessary  agencies.  The 
college  will  begin  construction  of  the  facil- 
ity immediately. 

By  this  time  next  year  the  first  class  of 
approximately  50  students  will  iiave  been 
selected.  The  program's  nursing  director, 
Susan  Duckworth  Hart,  has  been  hired  and 
will  be  assisting  with  the  next  stages  of  the 
project. 

August  will  see  the  college  advertising 
for  bids  on  construction,  and  bids  on  the 
project  will  be  accepted  by  September.  The 
building  process  should  then  take  about  ten 
months. 

In  January  the  college  will  hire  four 
full-time  nurses  with  masters  degrees  in 
specified  areas.  They  will  then  work  to 
prepare  the  curriculum  for  the  first  school 
year. 

According  to  Dr.  Billy  Thames,  Co  Lin 
president,  there  will  be  no  shortage  of 
applicants  for  the  program.  There  are 
currently  97  on  the  waiting  list,  and  Thames 
says  that  number  will  probably  be  597  by 
next  fall. 

There  are  five  stages  to  this  process, 
and  they  take  approximately  three  years  to 
complete.  Currently,  the  college  has  com- 
pleted Stage  2. 

Stage  1  includes  identifying  what  type 
program  the  college  wants  to  establish, 


Stage  2  includes  the  formulation  of  a  report 
requesting  permission  to  establish  the  new 
program,  Stage  3  includes  preparing  for 
qualifying  for  provisional  accreditation,  Stage 
4  includes  qualifying  for  initial  accreditation, 
and  Stage  5  is  applying  for  full  accreditation. 
According  to  Dr.  Howell  Garner,  dean 
of  the  college,  area  hospital  administrators 


are  anxious  for  the  program  to  begin.  He 
indicated  the  great  need  for  ADN  profes- 
sionals in  Mississippi. 

It  is  felt  by  everyone  concerned  that  the 
ADN  Program  at  Co-Lin  will  have  an  impact 
on  the  entire  school. 

It  will  act  as  a  magnet  that  will  draw 
people  from  everywhere.    ♦

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Eva  Allen  finds  college  'rewarding'

Copiah-Lincoln  has  given  recent  gradu- 
ate Eva  Eloise  Allen  of  Brookhaven  a  new 
lease  and  outlook  on  life. 

After  having  worked  28  years  for  a 
leading  national  retail  store,  Eva  suddenly 
found  herself  "professionally  retired"  in 
that  chain's  reorganization. 

"I  was  not  old  enough  to  retire  and 
quickly  found  I  was  over-qualified  for 
many  jobs  and  under-qualified  for  many 
others,  without  a  college  degree,"  she  said. 

At  this  point  she  approached  Co-Lin 
officials  and  Co-Lin  president 
Dr.  Billy  Thames  encouraged 
her  to  come  to  college. 

"This  was  a  difficult  deci- 
sion, even  though  seeking  a 
college  education  has  always 
been  a  goal  of  mine  since  high 
school,"  she  added.  Eva  had

graduated  as  valedictorian  from 
the  old  East  Franklin  High 
School  at  McCall  Creek  and 
had  previously  taken  nine  se- 
mester hours  at  Whifworth 
College. 

"Dr.  Thames  and  many 
others  made  me  feel  welcome. 
I  decided  I  did  have  time  to 
invest  in  going  back  to  college. 
I  know  today  that  was  the  right 
decision,"  Eva  continued. 

Immediately,  though,  af- 
ter high  school  graduation  she 
went  to  work  for  Sears  and 
assumed  it  would  be  life-time 
career.  But  with  the  company's 
restructure,  Eva,  after  28  years  employ- 
ment, was  one  whose  job  was  eliminated. 
"I  was  training  for  Sears  in  Mississippi, 
Louisiana,  and  Arkansas  with  computer 
systems,  teaching  practical  applications.  I 
realize,  though,  that  in  order  to  survive  that 
Sears  had  to  make  changes  and  they  are  still 
making  changes,"  she  said.

Eva  jumped  into  the  spirit  of  Co-Lin  by 
becoming  involved.  Her  study  habits  proved 
successful  when  she  was  inducted  into  the 
Eta  Omega  chapter  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa, 
national  junior  college  honorary  fraternity, 
and  her  excellent  grades  provided  mem- 
bership into  Co-Lin's  English  Club,  another 
honorary  organization.

Charles  Henry  Thornton  of  Crystal  Springs 
is  the  1993  Literary  Hall  of  Fame  recipient  on. 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College's  Wesson 
campus. 

Thornton,  a  M/Sgt.,  USAF  (Ret.),  will  be 
inducted  into  the  Hterary  Hall  of  Fame  during 
the  college's  humanities  division  banquet  on 
April  27. 

Thornton  is  author  of  "Songs  of  the 
Hedgehopper  and  the  Files  of  Ni  Ni  Lchi".  He 
was  a  contributor  to  the  "American  Ex- 
Prisoners  of  War  History  Book"  and  "History 
of  the  Defenders  of  the  Philippines,  Guam 
and  Wake  Islands  1941-1945",  and  to  Donald 
Knox's  "Death  March  -  The  Survivors  of 
Bataan."  His  biographical  sketch  is  published 
in  these  volumes,  which  were  printed  by 
Turner  Publishing  Co.  in  Paducah,  Ky. 

Thornton  is  recipient  of  the  World  of 
Poetry  Golden  Poet  Award  for  1991  and  1992 
and  he  was  invited  for  inclusion  in  the  World 
of  Poetry's  1992  edition  of  "Who's  Who  in 
Poetry." 

Born  in  Crystal  Springs  in  1920,  Thornton 
is  a  graduate  of  Crystal  Springs  High  School 
and  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Army  Air  Corps  in 
Barksdale,  Florida,  in  1939  After  basic  he  was 
assigned  to  the  17th  Bomb  Squad  (L),  27 
Bomb.  Gp.  (L)  and  then  moved  to  Savannah, 
Ga.,  to  help  open  the  Air  Base  there  in  1940. 

On  Nov.  1,  he  sailed  for  the  Philippine 
Islands  aboard  the  SS  President  Coolidge, 
arriving  at  Manila  on  Thanksgiving  Day.  He 
was  evacuated  to  Bataan  on  December  24, 

1941.  His  unit  was  formed  into  a  provisional 
infantry  on  Jan.  2,  1942,  and  he  was  assigned 
to  front  lines  for  99  straight  days  until  ordered 
to  retreat.  Thornton  was  captured  on  April  9, 

1942,  where  he  made  the  Death  March  and 
was  sent  to  Camp  O'Donnell. 

After  detail  to  Lumban,  he  -was  sent  to 
Cabanatuan  and  later  to  Mukden,  Manchuria. 
He  was  freed  by  the  Russians  in  August,  1945- 
He  also  served  in  Korea  in  1953  and  in  Japan 
on  TDY  in  1956. 

He  retired  from  Keesler  AFB  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1959. 

He  entered  Mississippi  College  where  he 
graduated  with  a  bachelor  of  science  in 
chemistry. 

Thornton  retired  from  the  University  of 
Mississippi  Medical  Center  clinical  laboratory 
on  June  30,  1983- 

He  is  married  to  the  former,  Gladys  M. 
Malone,  a  Shreveport,La.,  native.  They  have 


one  daughter,  Amy  C.  Palmer,  and  two 
grandchildren. 

Thornton  is  a  ham  radio  operator  who 
is  active  as  a  member  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Disaster  Relief  Team  and  Army  MARS. 

Thornton  was  able  to  return  to  Russia  on 
a  Southern  Baptist  Brotherhood  Commission's 
disaster  team  last  year.  He  felt  this  helped  to 
partially  repay  the  Russians  who  freed  him 
after  being  a  POW  for  47  months  in  Manchu- 
ria. The  group  delivered  food  supplies  to  a 
mental  institute,  a  leper  hospital,  and  a 
church. 

A  deacon  and  teacher  at  Pilgrims  Rest 
Baptist  Church,  Thornton  was  featured  in  a 
local  newspaper  upon  his  return.

Garner  shares  fall  expectations

The  summer  has  been  extremely  busy 
and  the  opening  of  the  fall  semester  brings 
a  lot  of  planning  and  activities.  In  the 
spring  of  1993  the  administration  began 
reexamining  ways  to  improve  the  plan- 
ning process  for  the  institution,  where 
more  college  personnel  will  be  involved  in 
planning  for  the  growth  of  the  college  as 
well  as  the  continual  upgrade  of  programs 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  service  area. 
During  the  summer,  two  administrative 
retreats  were  held  where  15  people,  rep- 
resenting every  major  function  of  the  col- 
lege, came  together  to  develop  a  planning 
process  whereby  all  Co-Lin  employees 
would  have  an  opportunity  to  participate 
in  an  orderly  fashion. 

As  the  fall  semester  opens  the  pro- 
posed process  is  on  the  agenda  for  discus- 
sion by  the  various  divisions  of  the  college. 
The  process  as  it  proposed  will  be  used  to 
provide  opportunity  for  the  involvement 
of  all  personnel.  The  end  result  will  be  a 
planning  process  in  place  whereby  all 
college  personnel  'will  be  given  a  chance  to 
have  input  at  the  division  level  on  a  regular 
and  systematic  basis.  Ideas  and  sugges- 
tions will  eventually  be  channeled  through 
a  administrative  planning  group  to  the 
President  and  finally  to  the  Board  of  the 
Trustees. 

In  the  area  of  instructional  changes  for 
the  fall  semester,  I  feel  that  a  major  im- 
provement has  been  made  for  our  Reading 
Department.  We  have  moved  the  reading 
lab  to  Room  103  of  Smith  Hall  where  there 
are  30  computers  to  be  used  by  reading 
students.  New  software  for  those  comput- 
ers should  allow  students  to  move  through 
reading  skills  much  more  efficient  and 
with  a  higher  rate  of  improvement.  Mrs. 
Dottie  Lawson  will  continue  to  manage  the 
lab.  Mrs.  Martha  Lightsey's  classroom  has 
been  movea  next  door  (S-105)  to  the  new 
Reading  Lab.  The  Faculty  Secretary's  office 
and  faculty  workroom/lounge  area  has 
been  moved  to  room  S-106.  The  Reading 
Lab  will  be  shared  with  students  in  English 
Composition  I  and  II  who  need  to  have 
access  to  computers  for  their  writing  as- 
signments. The  30  computers  will  provide  a 
slight  increase  in  access  for  this  group  as  well. 

A  pilot  program  was  begun  in  the  fall 
of  1992  where  Mrs.  Nancy  Dykes  uses  a 
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Dr.  Howell  C.  Garner 

computer  classroom  to  teach  classes  in 
English  Composition  I  and  II. 

This  is  an  innovative  approach  to 
allowing  students  to  use  technology  in 
their  writing.  Mrs.  Dykes  reported  that  she 
was  pleased  with  the  results  of  using  this 
approach  the  first  year.  She  will  continue 
to  use  a  computer  classroom  in  the  Sandifer 
Communications  Building  for  her  classes, 
with  S-103  as  a  lab  for  her  students.  Other 
English  Composition  students  will  also 
have  access  to  this  lab. 

I  am  pleased  with  the  progress  that 
has  been  made  in  moving  toward  a  stan- 
dardized/upgraded curriculum  by  Mr. 
Dugas  and  Mr.  McCulloch  in  the  Vo-Tech 
Division.  We  are  in  the  process  of  upgrad- 
ing a  number  of  our  vocational  programs 
to  the  technical  status  to  accommodate  the 
need  for  training  at  a  higher  level.  This 


complements  the  work  being  done  through 
the  Tech  Prep  Program,  coordinated  by 
Mrs.  Shirley  Knapp,  where  high  school 
students  are  better  prepared  to  enter  the 
high  tech  skills  training  areas.  They  come 
to  Co-Lin  at  a  higher  level  and  exit  our 
program  at  a  higher  level  of  training.  These 
changes  are  also  brought  about  by  an 
overall  emphasis  at  the  state  level  to  move 
toward  a  standardized  curriculum. 

It  appears  that  Co-Lin  is  out  in  front  of 
the  pack  in  making  these  progressive 
changes  that  will  eventually  affect  the 
entire  state  and  vocational/technical  train- 
ing as  we  know  it.  Those  faculty  members 
■who  have  upgraded  their  own  certification 
and  the  certification  level  of  their  program 
this  summer,  as  well  as  the  vo-tech  admin- 
istration, deserve  a  lot  of  credit  for  their 
hard  work. 

Finally,  we  are  all  working  very  hard 
to  make  preparations  for  our  SACS  ac- 
creditation visiting  team  in  the  spring  of 
1995-  That  seems  a  long  time  away,  but  it 
will  be  he.e  before  we  know  it.  I  am 
pleased  with  the  interest  that  has  been 
shown  by  a  It  of  our  people  in  making  a 
sincere  effort  toward  improvement  in  our 
programs.  The  process  of  completing  the 
Self  Study  is  burdensome  to  say  the  least, 
but  it  does  give  us  an  opportunity  to  look 
closely  at  our  college  and  its  various 
programs  so  that  we  can  work  on  those 
areas  which  appear  to  have  weaknesses.  I 
appreciate  Mr.  Kendall  Chapman's  efforts 
as  the  Self  Study  Director  and  the  efforts  of 
all  of  those  people  who  have  leadership 
roles  in  carrying  out  this  process.  We  will 
be  a  better  institution  as  a  result  of  the 
process.    ♦

district  vehicles.  The  current  fueling  sys- 
tem includes  underground  gasoline  and 
diesel  tanks  that  cannot  meet  new  EPA 
guidelines.  This  fueling  system  will  be 
used  for  college  owned  buses,  trucks, 
autos,  vans,  tractors  and  commercial  truck 
driving  vehicles. 

On  July  1,  1993,  we  employed  Mr. 
Todd  McDaniel,  a  Mississippi  State  Univer- 
sity graduate,  to  handle  the  campus  grounds. 
He  has  a  degree  in  horticulture,  and  you 
will  begin  to  see  the  effects  of  Mr.  McDaniel's 
work  as  we  proceed  into  the  new  school 
year. 

Besides  the  above  projects,  we  aie 
planning  to  renovate  Mullen  Gymnasium 
and  Smith  Hall.  Both  of  these  projects  will 
be  two  to  three  years  away. 

All  of  the  projects  listed  above  have 
been  funded  and  the  money  is  available. 
This  year  as  you  enjoy  the  fruits  of  our 
taxes,  let  me  encourage  you  to  help  us 
keep  Co-Lin  a  very  attractive  and  clean 
place  for  all  of  us  to  enjoy.

GUICE  EVALUATES  LITERARY  CELEBRATION

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  more  effective 
use  of  National  Endowment  for  the  Hu- 
manities regrant  funds  anywhere  in  the 
nation  than  that  by  the  Mississippi  Humani- 
ties Council  to  assist  in  the  funding  of  the 
fourth  annual  Natchez  Literary  Celebration 
(NLC),  held  in  Natchez  June  1-6. 

Prompting  such  a  bold  statement  are 
various  types  of  audiences  impacted  upon 
by  the  NLC  as  well  as  the  total  number  of 
persons  who  attended  all  or  part  of  the 
celebration.  Beneficiaries  of  this  grant 
range  from  elementary  school  students  to 
retirees,  from  world-class  academic  hu- 
manists to  family  historians,  from  public 
school  teachers  to  college  and  university 
instructors,  and  from  public  historians  to 
genealogists. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  design  a  pro- 
gram for  the  general  public  that  was  any 
stronger  in  humanities  content  and  that 
was  so  cost  effective.  For  instance,  Dr. 
Shelley  Fisher  Fishkin,  who  in  the  past  year 
has  lectured  in  numerous  American  and 
European  cities,  commented  to  me  that  she 
had  never  lectured  to  an  audience  as  large 


as  the  one  at  her 
NLC  session. 

At  least  2,000 
persons  registered 
for  part  or  all  of  the 
conference,  and 
1,500  attended  the 
Bill  Ferris/Jerry 
Clower  session. 
These  figures  rep- 
resent a  conserva- 
tive calculation. 

A  quarter-cen- 
tury of  participation 
in  state,  regional,  and  national  meetings 
qualifies  me  to  observe  that  it  is  highly 
unusual  for  such  a  lengthy  academic  con- 
ference as  the  NLC  to  consistently  sustain 
such  large  audiences.  This  success  is 
partially  explained  by  the  simultaneous 
scheduling  of  an  Elderhostel  event  in 
Natchez.  In  this  regard,  NLC  leaders 
deserve  credit  for  bringing  such  a  strong 
humanities  program  to  Elderhostel. 

Nevertheless,  this  writer  never  ceases 
to  be  astounded  by  the  interest  of  resi- 
dents of  the  Natchez  region  in  cultural 
events  such  as  the  NLC. 

Clearly,  NLC  planners  judiciously 
spread  the  strengths  of  their  program  over 
four  days.  Consequently  each  clay's  per- 
formers drew  their  own  particular  crowd. 
In  other  words,  while  there  was  a  large 
core  of  registrants  who  attended  most 
events,  on  a  given  day  other  people 
appeared  to  be  attracted  by  particular 
speakers.  So,  for  many  reasons,  the  NLC 
was  extremely  cost  effective. 

A  truly  unique  feature  of  the  NLC  is  the 
willingness  of  former  Mississippi   Gov. 


William  Winter  to  serve  as  director  of 
proceedings.  In  a  manner  that  is  as  gra- 
cious as  it  is  effective. 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Vance  Smith  and  Mrs. 
Becky  Junkin  Nevill  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College,  and  Mr.  Gerald 
Gaumer  of  the  Natchez  National  Historical 
Park  co-chaired  this  year's  NLC.  The 
tremendous  success  of  the  event  stands  as 
testimony  of  their  leadership.  Another 
testimony  of  the  quality  of  their  work  is  the 
handsome,  painstakingly  prepared  32-page 
program  booklet. 

I  close  with  the  reiteration  of  my 
introduction.  May  I  brazenly  suggest  again 
that  it  is  impossible  to  imagine,  not  only  a 
more  cost  effective  use  of  NEH  and  MHC 
funds,  but  an  expenditure  that  could  be 
more  faithful  to  the  MHC  mission  in  terms 
of  program  content  and  intended  audi- 
ence.   ♦
